GRAND MASTER’S ADDRESS. 

To the Members of ike Grand Orange Lodge of Manitoba and the Nort?i- 
West Territories. 

Brethren,— 

It afifords me pleasure to again meet the representatives of tlie 
Order from the different lodges in Manitoba and the Northwest. 

On entering on a new decade it is earnestly hope<l that the same prosper¬ 
ity will attend the order which has marked its progress suice the first meet¬ 
ing of Grand Lodge, this day 20 years ago. 

Protestants of Canada have been much disturbed during the past few 
years owing to the favoritism shewn its enemies by powers in high author¬ 
ity, and nothing was more natural than in the late general election differ¬ 
ences of opinion shonld exist, even inour own ranks; but now that the elec¬ 
tions are over and that the people have expressed their opinions at the 
polls as constitutional abiding citizens, we have no alternative but to bow 
to that decision, and let the principles of our institution be the guiding star 
of our actions, more so in the future than in the past. 

As will be seen by the reports of your Grand Secretary and Grand Treas¬ 
urer, the Order in Manitoba and the Northwest Territories was never in a 
more prosperous condition, numerically, financially and fraternally, than a^ 
the close of the past Orange year. This success must, to a large extent, be 
attributed to the energy and zeal of your Grand Lodge Officers, particu arly 
that of your Grand Secretary, Brother Kernaghan, than whom no better 
officer could be desired. In this connection I would take the liberty to sug¬ 
gest the propriety of increasing the remuneration of your Secretary, as I 
am aware that he is not sufficiently paid for the work done. 1 n looking over 
his correspondence and work it will be perceived that his duties are increas¬ 
ing in proportion to the rapid progress of the Order, and now that the 
Grand Lodge is financially in a position to afford ample remuneration to its 
officers there is no reason why it should not be considered immediately. 

12th OF JULY CELEBRATION. 

In accordance with a resolution of the Grand Lodge at last meeting, de¬ 
ciding to have a Provincial demonstration in Winnipeg on 12th of .)uly last. 
The special committee appointed took steps early in the year 
with a view to the successful accomplishment of the undertaking. Most 
reasonable passenger rates were obtained from the Canadian Pacific, Mani¬ 
toba & Northwestern, and the Nortliorn P.icific Railroads. .‘Special trains 
were engaged for the day requiring a guarantee deposit of $2000 before the 



trains left the station. Through the liberality of some of the Brethren of 
Winnipeg and Portage la Prairie, this amount was paid the railroad compan¬ 
ies on 11th of July. Your committee of arrangement held meetings daily 
for over two weeks, and did every thing in their power to make the demon¬ 
stration a sueces-'. The price of tickets was. so arranged that they would 
press more lightly on those who had long distances to come. The 12th, 
however, arrived and as usual a most beautiful Manitoba mid-summer 
morning, and I cannot better describe the success of the celebration than 
read you the following from a city of Winnipeg newspaper by no means too 
friendly to the Order.

Loyal Citizens of the Dominion—the Orangemen of Manitoba and the 
Territories—are in the city to-day by thousands. It is needless to bid them 
welcome. VVe are a free people, living in a free country, where all classes 
and creeds demand and have a right to think and act in accordance with 
the free doctrines upon which our constitution is founded; so that to-day 
the Orangemen are asking no favors or special privileges. Winnipeg is 
glad to have them. Yesterday afternoon the Canadian Pacific railway al¬ 
layed all fears of the demonstration committee that the train accommoda¬ 
tion would be too limited, by sending out word that there would be a place 
for everybody who desired to come in. What a scene there was throughout 
Manitoba to-day. Fathers, mothers, sons and daughters, grandfathers and 
grandmothers, people who never saw the city and those who have, but 
were anxious to see it again and honor the 12th, turned many a home into 
a state of excitement as they rumaged around for their Sunday best, and 
got to the train in good time, so that, as the Irishman said, if they forgot 
anything they would have time to go back and fetch it. W hat a tooting 
of band instruments and playing of 12th of July airs, '“The Protestant 
Boys,” and soon. The like was never before seen in the country, and it 
may be many a long day before there is such another wholesale excursion on 
the part of the western people. Nothing short of the mountain steeps of the 
Rockies in the west and the wilds of Keewatin in the east prevented the 
celebration being national in exUnt. Oran.;emen are herefrom Calgary 
ill the west to Rat Portage in the east, from the extreme south to the ex¬ 
treme north; from the United States ‘.o the south—in fact people from all 
parts of the compass. Nearly SCO excursionists arrived Friday uiciht. 
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This imrning and afternoon, when the specials began to come in, the scene 
was beyond description. A novice calculator of crowds would have affirm¬ 
ed that the outside disiricts must certainly be completely depopulated. 
The first train to arrive at the C. P. R. depot at 10.45 weis from Manitou. 
Every car was loaded with hundreds of the finest people on earth—the 
tillers of the “^oil in the garden distriet of the province. Forty-five min¬ 
utes later a Carberry train arrived. It was a toss-up as to which train 
contained the better looking lot of folks. The M. & N. W. Ry., Boi.-se- 
vain, Gleoboro, Brandon local and West Brandon trains brought in thous¬ 
ands up 'll th"U-ands. Careful estimaters said that not less than 10,600 
alighted from the oars. The Stonewall train increased the already large 
influx, and the regular eastern express and the Great Northern trains now 
air.viiig caused the depot platform to be jammed, and a peritct sea of hu¬ 
manity swayed to and fro for hours. The moment ouc contingent moved 
off there « as another to take its place. Poor Mr. Swain, the depot mas¬ 
ter. He was patient as anyone could be, and answer id a thousand or 
more questions that were asked of him A half-doze i in one place « sre 
asking when the trains hearing friends would be in, and others were ask¬ 
ing when they would have to be on hoard so as not to miss the train going 
hom '. One fortunate matter was the scarily of baggage. Ninety-five per 
cent, of the folks had nothing with them but what was on their backs. 
There were numerous vacancies—within—and it didn’t take those lodges 
long to form into procession and make a bee line for their hotels, where

It was a grand procession. VVmnipeggers and the visitors from the 
country lined the streets in tliousauds and gazed on the grand parade as it 
passed along Main street to Broadway; up Broadway to Smith stn et- 
down Smith street to Notre Dame st, ect west; along I’rincess to Mai ket 
street; from Market to .Vlaiu street; down Main street to Logan street; 
up Logan street to Dufferin Park, where the speechifying was to take 
p ace. A large platfo m was erected about fifty feet out fr.im, and facing 
the grand stand, which was crowded with ladies. 

I deem it my duty as your chief office- and chairman of the management 
committee, to thank the officers and m.mbers fur ti.eir co-operation, and 
more particularly for their exemplary conduct during the w hole day, to 



the credit of the Orangemen and those who accompanied them be it said 
that not one man could be seen under the influence of liquor and it was the 
universal exclamation ihat in the histo'-y of the Capital no more numerous, 
no more orderly, and no mors well-conducted body of people ever paraded 
the streets of Winnipeg. While the demons ration of the past 12th was 
numerically end morally all that could he desired, you will perceive by the 
report of the committee that it also proved financially a success, your 
committee being aide to place to the credit of this Grand L> dee, over and 
above all expenses, a sum ranging between eleven and twelve hundred dol- 

During the year past I have been asked many questions in connection 
with the working of the Ora ige ordi r, some of a legal character, which I 
found myself unable t > answer. Our association in this Province being in¬ 
corporated by a Provincial as well as a Dominion charter, diflerent in 
Substance and rn form, questions may at any time arise which require 
the attention of a legal gentleman. I would therefore suggest, as a cor¬ 
poration, that this Lodge appoint an additional offleer, to be called the 

Grand Solicitor,’’ whose duty it would be to advise this Grand L dge 
on all matters connected with it as a corporation. 

I am glad to perceive thit my recommendation at last meeting for the 
estaolishment of a Grand Lodge for the Territories, are about being carried 
intoefif et. It wdl be the duty of the brethren of Manitoba to aid our 

brethren in the West in every possible manner. 

For 20 years I have devoted some time and attention to promote the in¬ 
terests of the Orange Association, and in early days at a grear personal 
sacrifice. I have trie ' hard to remove in this country the prejudices ex¬ 
isting a.;ainst it in other places. 1 have struggled hard to make Manitoba 
a place where every man, of whatever creed, c'ime or country, could enjoy 
the benefits of his own opinions undisturbed. I believe our Province to¬ 
day bears testimony to our efforts in this respect. 

A few years ago when we sougiit incorporation for the Orange association 
in this Province our Bi'l passed through the Legislature with the almost 
unanimous sr pport of the peoples r epresentatives of all sides of politics, 
a circumstance unparalleled in the history of the order in any other Pro¬ 
vince. I con idere 1 th“n. as I firmly believe now, that in this Province 
particularly the policy of the Orange institution should be independent, 
in other words more patriotic than partizan, more Protes'ant than party. 
On these principles I stand, in dt-f.nceof these principles I am prepared to 
fall. If you agree with me, so much the pleasanter; if you di>agreo, I 
am sorry. If I have served you so long blameless, to me it is gratifyiuc; 
if I have displeased any one lately, love for the institution prompted it, 
duty, in my estimation, required it.

I regret to say that from some cause, not more than one half of the
